A Jph on s e-Etienne Dinct was born ill Paris on 
March 28, 1861 and died on December 24, 1929 in 
the same city. From 1871, he studied at the Lycee 
Henry IV. Upon graduation in 1881 be enrolled 
in the Ecolc nationale super! cure des Beaux- 
Arts, Dinet made his firs I Lrip to Bou Sa&da in 
southern Algeria in 1884, The following year be 
made a second trip on a government scholarship, 
this time Lo Laghouat At that time he painted 
his first two Algerian pictures: Nes Terrasses do 
Laghouat 5 * and “FOued M'Sila apres Forage”. He 
won the silver medal for painting at the Exposition 
Universe! le in 1889. In 1903 ho bought a house in 
Bou Saada and spent throe quarters of each year 
there. He announced his conversion to Islam in a 
private letter of 1908, and completed his formal 
conversion in 1913, upon which he changed his 
name to Nasr'Hddine DineL. In 1929 he and lus 
wife undertook the Hajj to Mecca. The respect he 
earned from the natives of Algeria was reflected by 
the 5,000 who attended his funeral on 12 January 
1930 in Bou Saada.
